WE HAVE INDICATED IN BONN GROUP DISCUSSIONS THAT, IN VIEW 
OF DIFFERENT NATURE OF THE MAY NATO MEETING, IT SHOULD 
NOT BE ASSUMED THAT COMMUNIQUE WILL FOLLOW PATTERN OF 
EARLIER NATO MINISTERIALS . GERMANS HAVE TOLD ALLIES, 
HOWEVER, THAT THEY WILL SOON TABLE DRAFT PARAGRAPH ON 
"BERLIN" WHICH THEY INTEND FOR INCLUSION IN NATO 
COMMUNIQUE. FRENCH HAVE TOLD US BILATERALLY THAT PARIS 
DESIRES NO "BERLIN" LANGUAGE IN NATO COMMUNIQUE (FRENCH 
TEXT MENTIONED REFTEL B WAS AT EMBASSY BONN INITIATIVE); 
FRENCH REP SAID PARIS OF VIEW THAT COMMUNIQUE SHOULD BE 
SHORT AND MEANINGFUL AND THAT "EIGHT OR TEN LINES ON 
BERLIN" NOT SUITABLE FOR SUCH A COMMUNIQUE. REQUEST 
GUIDANCE. 
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
